The weakening hostility of the two 
national service academies, all but 
swept away in two post-season con­ 
tests between their football team s for 
charity In 1930 and 1931, was dissi­ 
pated entirely W ednesday as the su­ 
perintendents of the two schools met 
in Philadelphia and signed a treaty 
of peace. 
The disputed ground upon which 
they broke in December, 1927—the 
three-year eligibility rule for grid­ 
iron warriors—was left as It always 
had been up to the time Navy made 
it an issue. 
For three years, at 
least, each academy will make its 
own eligibility rules, the principle 
for which Army held out a t the time 
of the break. 
Agreement Rum Three Years 
The agreement signed Wednesday 


runs through 1933 and 1934. 
"Faced with a situation under 
which post-season football games 
are repeatedly played very late in 
the year to the detrim ent of the 
academic work of both institutions," 
said the official statem ent, "the mili­ 
tary and naval academies have de­ 
cided to arrange a three-year series 
of athletic contests. 
"The arrangem ent is made w ith­ 
out change in existent policies under 
which each institution fixes its own 
eligibility rules but w ithout preju­ 
dice to any future position which 
either academy may take in the 
m atter.” 
The statem ent was signed by MaJ. 
Gen. William D, Connor, superin­ 
tendent of the m ilitary
